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Victorian State League 
club Fawkner and relegated 
National Conference club 
Sunshine-George Cross are 
definite candidates for NSL 
berths next season. 

Victorian State League 
champions Morwell Faicons still 
are undecided about applying for 
NSL admission while fellow 
State League clubs Polonia and 
Box Hill fired verbal broadsides 
at the NSL and won't be ap- 
plying for admission. 


Fawkner president Greg Schipano, al- 
though critical about the uncertainty sur- 
rounding the NSL formats for 1985 and 
1986, believes that his club’s application 
for admission will be looked on favorably 
by the NSL chiefs. 

“We are the club in Melbourne that 
really represents the Italian community. 
Our colors are the Italian national colors 
and since our formation we have attracted 
many thousands of Italians to our games,” 
said Schipano. 

Fawkner already boasts sponsorship in 
excess of $50,000, 

Its average home attendance this year 
has only been about 900 but Schipano is 
adamant that the club could average a 
home gate of 3,000 in the NSL. 

“‘“Remember too, that if we are admit- 
ted to the league, then there will be two 
Italian clubs in the National Conference — 
ours and Brunswick Juventus. When we 
played Juventus at our ground in the State 
League last year there were 6,200 people 
at the game. With us and Juventus com- 
peting against each other there would be 
tremendons interest among the Italian 
community and every game would be a big 
derby.” 

Sunshine-George Cross decided at a 
committee meeting last week to re-apply 
for admission to the National Conference. 
President Alf Zahra says that his club is 
better placed than any other candidate to 
perform well in the National Conference 
next season. 

“We've spent over $250,000 this year and 
we're only three top-class players away 
from having a really good side. We're ai- 
ready in touch with a top striker from the 
Scottish First Division because we're de- 
termined to make an all-out bid next 
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-i| of Year next week

Gisborne coach Kevin Fallon told me: 





“We are very, keen to take on the Aussie 
champions, preferably next February. 
Gisborne is an ambitious club and, having 
preven ourselves best in New Zealand, we 
want to become best in Australasia.” 

The concept of a Trans —Tasman chal- 
lenge trophy is, of course, not new.

“Perhaps I'm being a bit unfair to the 
NSL here because I really believe that all 
the problems concerning the | e could 
be resolved by the ASF. I’ve even heard 
talk recently that the NSL is thinking 
about changing its proposed format for 
next year. That’s incredible. What’s going

of Australia because they've virtually got 
a State League set-up in the Australian 
Conference.’ 

Polonia’s executive recently voted 
against applying for NSL admission. Pater 
said that the club would dearly love to go 
into the league provided major changes 
were made to its format and to the system 
of promotion and relegation. 

“Polonia wants to see just one league of 
say 12 or 14 teams at NSL level, with one 
club, the bottom club, relegated and a 
system of play-offs between State 
champions instituted to decide the club to 
be promoted,”’ said Pater. 

“The biggest tragedy to happen in Aus- 
tralian soccer this year was for Melita 
Eagles to be relegated from the Austral- 
ian Conference after fin nine points 
ahead of the bottom club, Wollongong. As 
far as ’m concerned, Wollongong should 
have been relegated and that’s the end of 
the matter. What are we playing at in this 
country by having a promotion and relega- 
tion set-up which isn’t directly related to 
team ormance?’

Eddie Thompson, 
Hakoah’s most suc- 
cessful coach, lost his 
third grand final in as 
many attempts. 


Following the debacle 
against Heidelberg in 
Canberra (04) in 1980, 
then defeat at the hands of 
St George at Penrith (1-3) 
in 1982, Hakoah suffered 
its third loss in as many at- 
tempts when beaten by 
eager Sydney Olympic 
after a drama-packed 120 
minutes at St. George Sta- 
dium last Sunday. 


And there was nothing 
the losers could do to stop 
this fast running Sydney 
Olympic machine. Sure 
Hakoah tried, but without 
cohesion and plan, relying 
mainly on its experienced 
players and some en- 
thusiastic tackling to get a 
result. 


Its defence, led by Alex 
Robertson, was at its 
worst for many a day and 
had Olympic taken its 
chances the game would 
have been over long before 
extra time. Robertson 
Stood tall amongst his 
fellow defenders. He had 
an abundance of help from 
Steve O’Connor but the

rest of this defensive wall 
was shaky. 

Gerry Gomez was in all 
sorts of trouble. He gave 
away posession immedi- 
ately after the start of the 
second period and only 
could watch helplessly as 
Nick Theodorakopoulos 
faced Tony Pezzano. The 
Olympic forward beat the 
keeper but Robertson was 
on hand to clear. 

And while Thompson 
oniy could reflect upon 
past successes and rue the 
moment the NSL decided 
to use the play-offs to 
decide the championship, 
one must congratulate a 
new coaching star in Man- 
fred Schaefer of Olympic. 

He Kept his top forward, 
Marshall -Soper, on the 
bench for more than an 
hour, then slotted in the 
tall striker in place of 
Martyn Rogers in the 63rd, 
sensing that the time was 
ripe for Soper to use his 
speed and shooting power. 

And Soper almost re- 
payed his coach with a 
goal or two soon after. He 
was on hand to sneak 
behind the Hakoah defence 
in the 86th then beat Pez- 
zano with his lob but the 
ball just missed the up- 
right. Sensing victory, 
Olympic was in great 
touch during the second 
period but missed an awful 
lot of chances. 

Its best first half. oppor- 
tunity came to Peter Kath- 
olos. After 23 minutes, 
Katholos made space 


inside the box then left . 


footed the ball hard as Pez- 
zano came out. Pezzano’s 
reflex action just tipped 
the ball around the post. 
Some seven minutes later, 
Katholos was on the break 
with four team mates 
screaming for the ball and 
only Robertson to beat. 
Katholos tried a through

ball but managed to find 
Robertson instead his own 
players. 

Olympic’s second half 
effort netted all but goals 
in front of the best Sydney 
crowd of the season and a 
record crowd for St. 
George Stadium. A Rasko- 
poulos drive just missed 
the upright in the 5lst, then 
Jim Patikas beat three de- 
fenders before shooting 
sky-high with another 
Olympic player free and 
screaming for the ball. 

Raskopoulos and Kath- 
olos combined to send 
Patikas forward but yet 
again that telling final 
pass by Patikas to Mark 
Koussas was off the mark. 

Then came extra time 
and still Olympic con- 
tinued to come forward. 
Hakoah, relying on break- 
aways, hoped to find the 
head of John Kosmina or 
the feet of fast running 
Grant Lee, but to little 
avail for almost 100 min- 
utes. 

Then came a comer kick 
on the left hand side, Ha- 
koah’s fifth of the match. 
Joe Watson took the kick, 
Murray Barnes flicked it 
on and O’Connor simply 
glided home his header 
from close range. 

How often have you seen 
this? Hakoah is at its best 
from set-play situations 


and this was just another - 


example. 


Olympic refused to 
accept defeat and came 
back strongly. Chris Ka- 
lantzis almost scored after 
104 minutes with a fine 
header, then a minute 
later came a great move 
by Olympic and led to the 
goal of the match. Kath- 
olos won possession in 
midfield, pushed his pass 
to Raskopoulos, who in 
turn found Patikas running 
goalwards. Patikas was 
going to go solo, but faced 
with two apponents, 
pushed it wide to Theo- 
dorakopoulos who crossed 
for Soper to head past Pez- 
zano. 


There was no stopping 
Olympic then! 

Two minutes later, 
Soper made a fine break to 
find Patikas who ran into 
the area and at an angle. 
He decided to flick the ball 
with his heel missing it 
completely with Pezzano 
backpedalling. 

With only six minutes of 
extra time remaining, 
Olympic struck again. 
Katholos took his 15th 
corner kick bv floating it 


to the ise post for Tony 
Dakos to head towards 
Patikas, whose shot on the 
turn rebounded off Pez- 
zano straight to Mike 
Coady who headed past the 
Hakoah keeper. Pezzano 
managed to get a touch to 
the ball, deflecting it past 
‘his own defenders and into 
the net. 

Celebrations erupted at 
St. George Stadium as ref- 
eree Chris Bambridge 
signalled the end of play. 
Players were carried all 
over the placing, with 
Katholos, firmly clutching 
the Cup, the first ever 
league championship for 
this Sydney outfit. 

Olympic’s dressing 
room overflowed with 
champagne while this huge 
crowd gave vent to its feel- 
ings. Coach Schaefer was 
elated with the win but in- 
sisted that he “knew that 
his players could do it.” 

“We planned to mark 
Hakoah piayers tightly for 
set-play situations, and we 
knew that we would be 
good for a couple of goals. 
We should have scored 
more, but Iam happy with 
the two that we did score,” 
said Schaefer. 

The Hakoah dressing 
room was a Sad place. 

My sympathy goes to the 
man who won the pre 
miership only to lose the 
championship in one single 
match, but it is something 
Eddie Thomson will have 
to get used to. 

Crime 
count 

Hakoah gave away 27 
free kicks, while Sydney 
Olympic only conceded 14. 
Yellow cards were handed 
to Barnes, O’Connor and 
Kosmina for Sydney City 
while Dakos of Olympic 
received a yellow card late 
in the match. 

I felt that referee Bam- 
bridge was a little harsh in 
booking Dakos. 

The Olympic defender 
was given a yellow card 
for time-wasting when 
Olympic was a goal up 
with six minutes to go. The 
same did not apply to 
Gomez and Pezzano some 
15 minutes earlier when 
Hakoah led 1-0 and the two 
players had a long, long 
discussion about a goal- 
kick! 

But Bambridge had a 
fine match overall and 
eould have easily given a 
few more yellow cards but 
those that he gave were 
well deserved. It was the 
second time this year that 
Bambridge has been in 
charge of these two sides. 
On the last occasion he had 
booked five Hakoah 
players and two players 
from Olympic. Kosmina is 
the only player to get a 
yellow card in both mar- 
tches.

But back to the Heidel- 
berg dressing room.

Journalist Manos Milios 
was threatened after this 
match as he waited to gain 
entry to the dressing room 
area below the grand- 
stand. And when Milos 
finally got into the dres- 
sing room area he was fol- 
lowed by a fan and struck 
on the back of the head. I 
was walking behind him 
and hardly could believe 
my eyes. 

Bad publicity, you say. 
Of course, you're right. 
But I’ve never seen my job 
as one in which I merely 

romote soccer. I’m only 

ere to report what 
happens both on the field 
and off. And I’m far hap- 
pier with what I see on the 
field. 

These finals games are 
not family affairs. Unless 
you’ve got a huge family 
with third and fourth 
cousins and you all sit in 
the same spot in the grand- 
stand. Once safety in 
numbers becomes the sole 
criterion for watching 
great soccer in peace, then 
there’s something sick 
about our game. 

Being superstitious, I 
should have heeded the 


portent of violence which 


greeted me as I walked up 
the stairs leading into the 
grandstand. A _ seagull, 
with its head neatly sey- 
ered, lay near the stairs. 
Seven minutes into the 
game, Mike Petersen sev- 
ered Hellas’s hold on its 
pre-match favorite label 
by thumping a superb first- 
time voliey from 25 metres 
inside the smallest of gaps 
at the near post. Hellas 
goalkeeper Peter Laumets 
hardly had time to blink. 


Alan Davidson eased our 
fears about the wisdom of 
his participation so soon 
after collapsing for the 
second time this season, 
when he forced home the 
equaliser in the 16th min- 
ute. Doug Brown’s free 
kick forced Jeff Olver to 
dive toward the near post 
and parry. Charlie Egan 
was charging in and 
almost tucked away the re- 
bound and despite Olver’s 
attempts to grab the ball, 
Davidson forced it over the 
line. 

Egan should have given 
Hellas the lead in the 35th 
minute. He engineered a 
brilliant break by taking 
the ball into his attacking 
half of the field, laying it 
off to Brown and making a 
superb off-the-ball run to 
get onto Brown’s return.

_ Stewart Stevenson keeps 
his best for when it counts. 
He joined Heidelberg-Al- 
exander for the 16th match 
of the season, from Scot- 
tish club Pollok, scored in 
his second game, against 
Brisbane City, and then 
had a goal drought that 
lasted 11 league and two 
finals matches. Last 
Wednesday night, against 
Croatia in the preliminary 
final, he cut loose with a 
hat-trick! 

He'd set the scene, though, 
with a pret performance 
against Brisbane Lions the 
previous Sunday. He showed 
verve and confidence that day, 
without getting on the score 
sheet, but against Croatia he 
could have scored five instead 
of three. One was disallowed, 
and a long-range piledriver 
was saved desperately by goal- 
keeper Yakka Banovic. 

Stevenson formed a deadly, 
hard-running partnership with 
Steve Winn who played a part 
in all three goals. Stevenson 
popped up in the clear so many 
times in the first half, and 
made Croatia pay dearly for 
its loose marking. Winn also 
enjoyed a fair share of free- 
dom, whereas at the other end, 
Heidelberg was water-tight, 
using two stoppers (Angele, 
Macleod), a sweeper (Yankos) 
and two full backs (McKie, 
Marley) who constantly 

ushed forward as wide mid- 

Iders. 


_ Croatia was a sorry failure 
in midfield, and never came to 
grips with the overlapping 
runs of McKie and Marley. 
Croatia did however fight back 
valiantly in the second half, 
when stopper Shaun Parton 
was pushed up on to the for- 
ward line where he challenged 
strongly for the high balls 
Croatia elected to play to him, 
and also played some con- 
Structive first-time lay-offs 
which could have resulted in 
goals. 

During this fight-back, only 
Peter Lewis, Tony Curcio and 
Drago Deankovic (before 
being replaced by George Han- 
nah) remained in defence, and 
Tommy Cumming dropped 
back to cover the gaps in mid- 
field. Scoring chances came 
thick and fast, but only a pen- 
alty was converted. The long 
and the short of it is that most 
of the Croatia players failed to 
produce their best form. 

In mv view. Dragon Neanko- 


vic should have stayed on the 
field. Just before being re- 
placed, he was showing a lot of 
determination in getting for- 
ward, so it may have been 
better to push him into mid- 
field in place of either Jim 
Campbell or Jozo Antolovic. 

Despite its loss, however, 
Croatia has had an excellent 
initial season in the NSL and 
can build confidently towards 
greater success next season, 
particularly if it succeeds in 
luring former Yugoslav inter- 
national midfielder Nikica 
Cukrov of Hajduk Split. Un- 
fortunately, however, Jozo An- 
tolovic appears to be heading 
back to Yugoslavia. 

Heidelberg-Alexander has 
achieved what appeared to be 
impossible at the start of the 
season, when it lost Gary Cole 
to Makedonia, Jim Tansey to 
J.U.S.T., Jim Campbell to 
Croatia and also Derek Lea 
who returned to Scotland: A 
further setback was that Phil 
O'Connor decided to return to 
Sydney after playing only one 
game for Heidelberg. 


Coach Brian Garvey, how- 
ever, had moulded a dedica- 
ted, effective team whose 
oldest player, Theo Selemidis, 
is only 25! Providing the many 
players whose contracts 
expire this year decide to stay 
on, Heidelberg, with perhaps 
one or two reinforcements, 
will again be a major force in 


Heidelberg took the lead 
against Croatia as early as the 
Sth minute, when Stevenson, 
on a nice pass from Winn, 
belted his shot over goalkeeper 
Yakka Banovic. 

Selemidis threatened short- 
ly afterwards, accepted a pass 
from Stevenson and ran a long 
way before having his shot de- 
flected past for a corner.

After a cor- 
ner, Wino headed the ball goal- 
wards, Stevenson raced te it 
and nodded it into the net. To 
some it appeared Stevenson 
was offside. They obviously 
did not see Croatia’s Tony 
Curcio standing on the goal 
line, next to Yakka Banovic. 


Banovic, incidentally, made 
a remarkable save in a move 
which certainly was offside. 
Selemidis headed forward a 
free kick from Mike Petersen, 
and Winn struck it at point- 
blank range. Banovic pounced, 
blocked it, and kicked it clear 
while lying on the ground! 

Banovic was in the thick of 
things again a few seconds 
before half time, but this time 
he was beaten. Winn again 
Slipped the ball wide to unmar- 
ked Mike Valentine, in the box

was blocked by Banovic, and 
Stevenson raced in to score 
fromt he rebound. 

Stevenson had been cele- 
brating his goals with much 
glee — to the extent of turning 
around to show the crowd his 
shirt number, for fear they 
may not recognise him! Two 
Minutes after half time, he 
would have added to his tally 
had it not been for Banovic’s 
reflex save. 

But it was Croatia’s turn to 
apply the pressure now. 
Cumming was following in on 
a Brogan header, but goalkee- 
per Jeff Olver reacted quickly 
and then Biskic hit the outside 
of the net from a cross by 
Deankovic. 

After Stevenson's 57th 
minute goal had been dis- 
allowed over offside (Winn had 
delivered the cross), Peter 
Lewis moved upfield from 
defence, shook off two chal- 
lenges, and blasted a strong 
shot across goal. Parton then 
got his head to a long throw 

rom Hannah, only to see 
Olver deflect it off the 
crossbar for a corner. 

Another. long run by Winn, 
followed by a pass inside, set 
up Macleod for a shot, but it 
was hooked away by Hannah in 
the nick of time. 

Selemidis would have made 
it 4-0 with a fine shot which 
was saved one-handed by 
Banovic, at full stretch. 

Having survived that one, 
Croatia stormed back into at- 
tack, where Parton played a 
first-time pass to Jim Camp- 
bell who looked certain to 
score, but Olver spread his 
body and the ball bounced off 
him for a corner. 

Croatia’s goal came, finally, 
in the 74th minute. After 
Parton had challenged for a 
high ball, referee Jim Fearn 
picked out a handball offence 
by Macleod and David Brogan 
scored from the spot. It was 
only Brogan’s third goal in 17 
successive league and finals 
matches — and all were penal- 
ties. 

Croatia faced a near hope- 
less task of scoring at least 
two goals in the last 16 min- 
utes, but it tried with gusto. 
Brogan and Cumming had 
shots blocked in the area, 
Brogan shot across goal, a 
header from Parton was 
charged down, and a shot from 
Campbell was deflected across 
goal. 

Croatia’s all-out attack how- 
ever, gave Heidelberg the op- 
portunity to threaten in break- 
aways.

ation executive. 


McCann, who is ASF honor- 
ary vice-president and 
chairman of the World Cup 
committee, has decided not to 
Stand for re-election at the 
ASF annual general meeting 
on October 28. 

“I believe it’s a good thing 
for a change to be made. i will 
not be leaving the code or the 
friends I have made and will 
certainly help in the future if 
I'm needed,” he said. 

_“Soccer is more important 
than one person and the nation- 
al team and coach are more 


important than adminis- 
trators. 
“There has not been any dis- 


agreements or problems. I 
just feel I have been in the 
game for long enough and it’s 
time to give someone else a 
chance.” 
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Peter McCann 


McCann has spent more 
than 20 years in an adminis- 
trative role in NSW and Aus- 
tralian Soccer. 


He began his official career 
with Wahroonga Sports club in 
Sydney and progressed to 
become the first president of 
the NSW Amateur Federation. 


His business ability and pop- 
ularity led to him becoming 
the longest serving president 
of the NSW Soccer Federation 
before he decided to retire. 

“J had about 12 months’ 
break and then Sir Arthur 
George, the ASF president, ap- 





proached me to consider the 
post of honorary ASF vice 
president,’’ said McCann. 

“Pm not turning my back on 
soccer and there are enough 
experienced people around to 
fill the position I have oc 

cupied.” 

McCann’s last official duty 
will lead to his absence from 
the AGM. He had accepted an 
invitation to represent the ASF 
at Albury-Wagga before the 
AGM date was known and has 
decided to keep faith with the 
arrangement. 

ASF executive director, 
Brian Emery, said McCann 
had notified the ASF that he 
would no be re-standing for his 
two positions because of busi- 
ness reasons. 

“He has been the quiet 
achiever in the game in his six 
years with the ASF and a great 
representative,” he said, 

“Peter was one of the few 
people who always attended 
the departure and arrival at 
the airport of Australian rep- 
resentative teams which had a 


decided effect on the morale of 


the players.’’ 

The ASF executive will con- 
sider filling the vacancy at the 
later date but still has two hon- 
orary vice-presidents remain- 
ing from the four it is allowed.

Coaches have nothing to fear 


Victorian Director of Coaching 
Tim White has a message for 
coaches who live in fear of being 
asked to attend a coaching 
course — relax, no one is trying 
to show you up, only to improve 
your knowledge of the game and 
your ability to communicate that 
knowledge. 


“! really believe that there is a huge fear element 
operating among some coaches, especially among 
some established coaches, that guys like myself and 
John Gardiner and others who run the coaching 
courses are there only to show these coaches up, 
which certainly isn’t the case,” said White. 

“Part of my job is to break down that fear element 
and get these guys to the courses. We're only trying 
to make them better coaches. Look, you never stop 
learning about the game and all of us should contin- 
ually improve our knowledge and pass that know- 
ledge onto our players.” 

Critics of coaching courses argue that all the 
courses do is teach participants a jargon belong- 
ing to a coaching elite in Australia arid offer very 
little practical knowledge. White takes up the 
cudgel in defence of the courses: 

* “The fact is that 95-98 percent of the courses are 
practical. You're on the park with a ball, working 
through things, rather than sitting on your bum witha 


were good players and played under good coaches, 
they know enough to coach, That's rubbish. A good 
mathematician isn't necessarily a good maths teach- 
er. The art of getting your knowledge across to others 
has to be learned.” 

Some coaches use the language barrier as an 
excuse for not attending the courses, which are con- 
ducted by English-speaking coaches, But White re- 
cently held a course for Spanish-speaking coaches 
and found that when he demonstrated things on the 
park and walked the participants through certain situ- 
ations, they were able to understand what he wanted 
to get across. 

Another criticiam of coaching coursas is that 
too many players and not enough coaches are 
attending. It can be a problem for a coach who 
hasn't gone through the courses to deal with a 
player who has. 

“This is a development country and we need lots of 
people with practical knowledge of the game, And 
who can best demonstrate the practicalities of play- 
ing soccer than the players themselves? 

"But it's up to coaches to want to improve them 
selves. | want to get guys like Frank McAleer, Peter 
Ollerton, Jimmy Dunne, Jimmy Tansey, Tony Vrzina 
and Jimmy Condilis down to the courses and let 
them see for themselves what we're about. 

“It's no co-incidence to me that since the national 
coaching scheme has been in operation (for about 10 
years} weve produced more home-grown inter- 
nationals than ever before in this country. Guys like 
Alan Davidson, Steve Blir, Tony Franken, Frank Fari- 
na, Rod Brown and many, many others, all have been 
helped by people who have been involved in the 


reckons that he gets everything 
he deserves. 

“I’ve got no complaints 
about the refs. | get Into a bit 
of bother because | love win- 
ning 20 much. | only play to 
win and you almost could say 
that I'll do anything to win. AF 
most, but not quite. 

“Some of the other players 
know what I'm like and then try 
and suck me in but that doesn't 
worry me, as long as we win. 

"1 want to make it clear that 
Croatia has been great to me. 

I've never had any 
trouble with the supporters and 
the club always pays me on time. 
| want to stay with Croatia next 
year but a lot will depend on one 
person there. I'm not prepared to 
elaborate.” 

Parton teaches physical educa- 
tion and health at St John's 
College in Braybrook. He's single 
and Isn't thinking about marriage 
in the immediate future. 

“i'm quite happy ving In 
ain." 

He's also very happy with 
Croatia's efforts in its first NSL 
season.

In this sense Sir Stanley 
Rous, under whose presidency 
football was no paradise either 
and during which the ugly era 
of percentage soccer was 
allowed to fester, was dumped 
not by Havelange but by the 
people. 

And the 24 team tournament 
was not a mistake, save for 
those who irk at the sight of 
Cameroon, Algeria or New 
Zealand, and for a handful of 
journalists who might find it 
difficult to work in an iron 
lung, much less cover a tour- 
hament that goes on for three 
weeks. 

While World Cup quali- 
fication continues on a geogra- 
phical basis, and a universal 
contest based purely on merit 
remains financially imprati- 
cal, I see nothing morally 
wrong in giving Third World 
nations six places in the finals 
and the encouragement that 
brings to their football. 

On the contrary, when 70 per 
cent of FIFA’s member coun- 
tries are from the Third World 
and are allocated only 25 per 


cent of the places in the finals, 
One wonders from where the 
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Sir Stanley Rous 
moral arguments should 
come, 

But I wouldn’t mind Mr 
Glanville’s passion for polem- 
ics so much if he didn’t apper 
to see the soccer globe as a 
world of wars where conti- 
nents and nations have to fight 
to exert their influence . . . 

And if he didn’t keep so quiet 
about the practices of one 
nation while so loudly con- 
demning the trespasses of 
others, 


Where was he when, long 
before the Falklands war, Ar- 

entina’s captain Antonio 

attin was sent off for nothing 
and England won its quarter 
final against ten men? 

And where was he when Sir 
Alf Ramsay, that architect of 
the most boring and physical 
team ever to win the World 
Cup, said the Argentinians 
played like ‘‘animals’’ — the 
most ill-mannered break with 
sports protocol and and utter- 
ance which spawned a long- 
time favorite chant for hooli- 
gans? 

But it is a global game and, 
for all his faults and apparent 
vanity, I can’t criticise Joao 
Havelange for having, as 
Brian Glanville puts it, inter-

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Pele on Brazil's slump 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Pele, 
the retired superstar of 
soccer, said in a published 
interview here that Brazi- 
lian soccer was in a slump 
because of the country’s 
‘political and financial 
crisis’’. 


“All the problems of Brazi- 
lian soccer at the moment, 
such as low attendance at the 
stadiums, is a reflection of the 
political and financial cirisis 
of the nations,” he said in an 
interview published in the 
newspaper “0 Globo’’, of Rio. 

Pele, who led Brazil to 
world soccer championship in 
1958, 1962 and 1970, cited other 
problems such as “the low 
technical Jevel of the games, 
the lack of safety and the lack 
oi comfort of the big sta 
diums”. 


Rio’s Maracana stadium, 
the world’s largest, was par- 
tially closed to the public re- 
cently after serious structural 
faults were disovered. 

But the state government, 
affected by austerity meas 
bres, budget cuts and the 
nation’s 213 percent inflation, 
said it did not have the money 
to make the needed repairs. 


Pele, whose real name is 
Edson Arantes do Nascimento, 
praised the work of Edu, coach 
of the national team and Rio's 
Vasco da Gama club. And he 
criticised the tendency of 
Brazilians to blame the coach 
when the team did not win. 

“Edu is a hope. He is doing a 
good job on Vasco,” Pele said. 
“Here in Brazil, the coach is 
replaced as soon as the first 
negative results occur.”

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LONDON, black 
soccer star John 
Barnes is hailed as a 
hero whenever he 
pulls on an England 
shirt and represents 
his country. 


But at club matches, 
Barnes and Watford team- 
mate Luther Blissett 
become targets for racial 
and often obscene abuse 
from supporters of the oppo- 
sing team. 

Arsenal’s Viv Anderson 
and Coventry City’s Cyrille 
Regis suffer the same fate — 
almost as soon as they touch 
the ball. 

These players, all England 
internationals, are among a 
crop of talented British 
blacks haying to withstand 
offensive taunts from the 
terraces as they strive to 
reach the top of an already 
highly competitive profes- 
sion. 

The rude remarks and 
getures come from a minor- 
iy of the crowd but can be 
heard by the barracked 
players and supporters. 

Jackie Charlton, manager 
of English first division 
team Newcastle United, te 
cently expressed his disgust 
at his side’s so-called 
after a section of the crowd 
had showered abuse on 
Bobby Barnes, a black 
player in the visiting team, 
West Ham. 

Barnes, no relation to 
Watford’s John, also suffer- 
ed the indignity of having 
banana skins thrown at him 
whenever he got near the of- 
fending group of supporters. 

In a defiant response, he 
joked: ‘I don’t really like 
bananas. I would have much 
preferred watermellons.”’ 

A union leader responded 
to the Bobby Barnes incident 
by calling upon players to go 
on strike. He suggested that 
players ought to walk off the

field if a black teammate 
was subjected to racial 
abuse from the terraces. 

The strike call came from 
Tom Burlison, a former 
Hartlepool, Darlington and 
Lincoln City defender, who 
is chairman of the English 
North Regional Trades 
Union Congress. 

Burlison’s idea was Tejec- 
ted by the players’ own 
union, the Professional Foot- 
ballers’ Association. Ironi- 
cally, its assistant secretary 
is Brendan Batson, a first 
division professional for nine 
seasons who was born on the 
West Indies’ island of Grena- 
da. 

Batson, a former arsenal, 
Cambridge and West Brom- 
wich fullback, said: ‘‘It 
would increase the notoriety 
of these (racist) groups be- 
cause that is just what 
they’re after. They want to 
see the black players off the 
pitch.”*

In his reply to Burlison, 
Batson pointed out the 
danger of the union leader’s 
proposed move. 

“I wrote to him saying 
that for us to tell players to 
leave the pitch if a group of 
the fans becomes aggressive 
would be the wrong respon- 
se." 


Declaring that “black 
players have proved them- 
selves,’ Batson added that 
“in a perverse way the ter- 
race taunts have helped. It 
has built character in a very 
demanding profession. W 
character will never make it 
in this game.” 

“Racist taunts are some- 
thing that.black players have 
grown up with. When I began 
playing in the late 1960s 
there weren't many Diack 
players in the league. If they 
reacted then in the way 
some people think they ought 
to be reacting now, you 
wouldn’t see many of them 
in the game,” said Batson. 


Twelve years ago there 
were only 10 black players in 
the English first division. 
Since that time 22 black 
players have played for Eng- 
land at senior, under 21 and 
youth levels. 


“But black players now 
put up with a lot. I must say 
it has got worse over the last 
five years,” Batson con- 
tinued. 


‘There used to be a friend- 
ly banter coming from the 
fans, but now it seems more 
intense. But I don’t think it 
would deter black players in 
any way. They used to throw 
bananas at me too, but it 
never affected me.” 

Batson said, however, that 
he would like to see action 
from the law enforcement 
agencies if black players 
came under physical threat 
from soccer followers.
